The Internee, Nurses, and in fact the employees of every character, have 
faithfully carried out their duties during the year, and helped in every way 
to maintain the reputation of this great institution. 

I wish to i-xpress my thanks to every member of the Board for their 
conscientious work during the year and consider that each one of them has 
a right to feel that be has done his full duty.

To the Vice President and Board of Administrators of the Charity Hospital. 
New Orleans: 

Gentlemen— We beg to submit for your consideration the following 
report of the House Committee for the Year 1915: 

During the year, plumbing of the Main Building was completed, the 
cost of which entirely exhausted the appropriation made by the Legislature 
in 1912. $20,000.00. 

Reference to the Superintendent's Report will show a number of physical 
improvements made during the past year, each of which demonstrates more 
economy and greater efficiency. The most notable is the Refrigerator Plant 
and Ice Storage Room. During the year 1915, 1,288 tons of ice was used, 
and in 1914, 1,434 tons; thus a saving of approximately 146 tons. During 
these two years the price of ice varied, ranging from $2.00 to $2.60 pe: 
and It is fair to estimate a saving in dollars and cents of say, $350.00. The 
Refrigerator Plant cost $949.37 and the Ice Storage Room, $140.42, and the 
efficiency of the former ia better explained by reason of furnishing adequate 
cold storage room for all our meats, fruits, vegetables, batter and milk, 
which heretofore we had absolutely no facilities for talcing care of. The

Your Committee has several times called attention to the condition of 
our ambulancee, and it is very necessary that at least one new motor 
ambulance be purchased, the present No. 2 mounted on a new chassis and 
the No. 3 overhauled, which will give us three motor, in addition to one 
horse ambulance.

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Report of the Social Service Committee 



New Orleans, La., March 14th, 1916. 

Ladies— Although the Auxiliary has been established for one year, the 
Social Service Department has been in operation Tor five months only. It 
was thought best lo open this department on the 1st of October, Hiteflv 
because U seemed impossible to find a social worker with a medical training 
and a capacity for organization. 

After a careful, but unsuccessful canvass of New Orleans, application* 
were made to ifiany bureaus and hospitals, which failed in their i 
Later, Miss Martha Pace of Virginia, a resident of New Orleans for one 
year, was secured. She is a graduate of St. Vincent's Hospital in Norfolk, 
has studied Public Health Nursing in New York under Miss Crandall, and 
she has had experience as Red Cross nurse in the mountains of VlrgSaia. 
During the past summer, she devoted six weeks to the study of social service 
in the Massachusetts General Hospital of Boston, Mass., where she had the 
inestimable advantage of a close personal touch with Mibs Cannon. Miss 
Pace is ably assisted by Miss May B. Collins, who for several years has 
given much time to the poor, in, as well as out of the Hospital. Owing to 
the many opportunities which cover Ihe service of our department, it has 
been difficult to determine upon which we should concentrate. Believing 
that (he most urgent need is in the Hospital, It has been decided to spend 
our energies with the patients in the wards following them into their homes. 
In the Home for Homeless Women, a woman and her child have been cared 
Through the hospitality of the Convalescent Home, St Vincent's Hotel, 
and the Home for Homeless Men. eight men have found a temporary shelter, 
while twenty patients have been indefinitely lodged in St. Vincent's Asvlum. 
Seventh Street Protestant Orphans' Home, House of Good Shepherd, Li I tie 
Sisters of the Poor, Home for Incurables, the Soldiers Home, The Lafou Old 
Folks' Home for Colored People and the Baptist Faith Home for Colored 
People. 

Transportation has been secured for twelve men. and four patients have 
been fitted with surgical appliances and so equipped for the work, which is 
to them, their daily bread. Clothing has been given. Without (ills help 
in some cases, employment would have been impossible. 

Mias Margoi Samuel, as Chairman of the employment Committee has 
before her the difficult task of finding suitable work for patients well enough 
to be discharged from the Hospital, but scarcely strong enough bo bear the 
burden of a day's labor. Nineteen discharged patients have secured work 
through the efforts of her Committee. 

131 cases have been dealt with during November, December, January 
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and February. 33 cases were open on Uie 1st of March; 480 ward visits 
have been paid and outside visits numbered 295; 89 letters have been written 
in the interest of patients. Through our social worker, a mother in Norway 
received news of her dying son. 

It shall be our special interest so prevent the spread of infectious and 
of contagious diseases. We fee] that we are very definitely saving the life 
of a ten year old girl, whose mother is in a far advanced stage of tubercu- 
losis, and ignorant and careless of sanitary laws. The child" was referred 
to the Anii-l ulifiVLilosis League, and the disease discovered in Its incipience 
She is now receiving treatment in Camp Hygeia. Through supervision of the 
mother, it is hoped to reduce the menace which her condition holds lor 
the community. 

I should like to express my thanks to the managers of the Institutions 
mentioned in this report, for their generous co-operation, and for this also 
fZ, ^ a *° ^Charity Organization, to the Child Welfare Associa- 
tion to the Sunshine Society, to St. Margarets' Daughters and to the Sisters 
d charge of the Hospital, also to individuals who have kindly contributed 
lo the relief of patients.

Patients treated in 
this department, 34.012: number of treatments given, 139,454, giving a cost 
or 4 ! per patient, 1-1/10 cents per treatment 

Charging all expenses, out-patient department, new plumbing, new 
equipment, extraordinary repairs, etc., to the care of the patients, will make 
the per capita cost $1.01 plus. In no other large hospital whose report has 

been received, is there any such low coal reported. 

3.465 more patients were admitted to the out-patient department than 
last year and 11,895 more visits by patients made to this department. 

2,:!99 more accidents were treated than last year, a total of 16,677. 

The ambulances responded to 3.375 calls, 543 more than last year. Your 
attention is called to the present condition of the ambulances. Ambulance 
No. 3 has been in continual service for over five years, with almost no 
repairs, and no general overhauling has been done tor three years. 
Ambulance No. 2. purchased second-hand, is worn out and requires constant 
attention to keep it running. This machine haB been in service three years 
ami has amply repaid the small amount invested in it. 

Of the 18.723 patients treated during the year. 2,002 died, making the 
gross death rate 10.69%, the same as last year, but a considerable de- 
crease from previous years. Of the total number of patients dying in the 
Hospital, 421, or a Utile over 21 r ; died within 36 hours after admission. 

The Pathological Department has greatly increased the volume of work 
done.

Thfl department has also prepared and delivered 8,655 doses of anti- 
tetanic strum, and has 4,000 in stock at the close of the year. As this 
serum has a market value of about one dollar a dose, and the cost here 
has been less than one-ouarter of that sum. it is readily seen that a large 
amount has been saved. 

/ June 1st the plan of having a salaried X-Ray operator was adopted and 
'put Into effect. The Treasurer's report shows that the expenses of the 
department were 1648.61 less than last year, and members of the Staff 
have expressed satisfaction with the efficiency of the work done. Dr. 
Granger remains as consultant in the Roentgen Ray Department and is 
Available for advice and consultation at any time. A special room has been

EMPLOYERS* DINING ROOMS AND DORMITORIES. 

All white employees have dining room accomodation, the rooms in the 
Milliken basement and in the kitchen building now furnishing sufficient 
space. 

Sinee Inly, and for the first time in the history of the present Hospital, 
all white employees have been provided with sleeping accommodations 
outside of the wards. 

The building directly across the street, owned by Bt Joseph's Church, 
and for the past year or more used by Hotel Dleu for Its nurses, was leased 
by the Hospital. The equipment Installed there by Hotel Dleu, was pur- 
chased at u very low- figure and this building now comfortably houses forty- 
three of our women employees. This building, in addition to the rooms over 
the Laundry, now cares for all of our white women employees and frees 
the beds formerly used by them for the patient's use. 

RRPRIGERATING PLANT. 

The old brick cistern foundation by the kitchen, which had been roofed 
over, making a room in which a refrigerator and water tank for milk cans 
were kept was made Into two cold storage rooms. The floor level «;is 
brought up to that of the main kitchen, cork board insulation used, 
refrigerator doors put in place, at 

Luck or funds did not allow of the installation of a refrigerating machine, 
but the Ice loft was planned so thai expansion coils could be placed in 
position with the least possible trouble. Mr. cbas. Rants assisted in the 
of these rooms and helped materially to make them the success which 
they have been. At "C. H. 1. I-'." In- donated a four ton Ice 'machine, which 
wag raffled and won by Dr. J. A. Gorman, who promptly donated it to the 
Plans are now* under way to install this machine before the warm 
weather arrives. 

Along with the construction of this plant, a storage for the Ice used 
daily in the wards, was constructed in one end of the Howard Hi 
rooms. 

The daily supply of ice is now left in this room and distributed to the 
wards by a man. who uses a specially constructed cart for the purpose, 
of these rooms have proved entirely satisfm story, and fruits, berries, u 
and milk have been kept In good condition for days, when before, they 
spoiled in a few hours. With all this additional cold storage, you will note 
thai the cost of ice is $211. 00 less than last year. 

TUBERCULAR WARDS.

These two wards will give us 26 beds and should furnish accommodation

There is ample space on the grounds to erect wards for white women 
colored men and women, and from the interest taken in this part of the 
Hospital work. It seems probable that gifts for this specific purpose win

The entire gallery of the upper floor of the Colored Female Department 
was screened and roller awnings fitted to one-half. A number of patients 
may sleeu on this gallery when crowded conditions in the wards require it 

The toilet and bath room by ward 43. which was in a condition hdrd to 
describe, was dismantled, the rotting floor removed: a tile floor was laid 
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after ailing from the ground level, new water closets, lavatory and clinic 
sink installed. 

The double house on Villere Street owned by the Hospital, had no sewer 

connections and did not have the proper foundation to comply with City 

s. Water closets, sinks and bath tubs were installed, and a brick 

chain wall built under the House. The old privies were cleaned, filled, and 

the whole premises made to comply with the City Ordinances. 

The Records, formerly kept In an upper room fn the Male Clinic Build- 
ing, were removed to the end rooms of the Clerk's Office Building. One 
room was prepared for a stack room and the other for use as the Registrar's 
office. A door was cut through the Clerk's office so that now all the Hospital 
books and records are on the same floor and easily accessible. The Skin 
Clinic has been assigned to the room vacated by the Registrar, and the 
front room on the lower floor fitted out as the office of the Social Service 
Department. 

Age and the dampness accentuated by the concrete gallery Boor, caused 
the floor of the Admitting Room to become unsafe and demand repair. This 
space was filled, necessary pipe trenches made and a tile floor laid. A 
re-arrangement of the furniture was made and this room now is an attrac- 
tive one and gives a good impression to patients as they enter the Hospital. 
The demands upon the accident room have become so great that the small 
room in the Amphitheatre has become overcrowded and efficient work can- 
not be done. With a view of eliminating this condition, and freeing the 
Amphitheatre of some of its burden, two changes have been decided upon: 
First, to remove the Drug Department to ward No. 8, then to utilize the old 
drug room for the accident Bervice. The wood floor of ward No. 6 has been 
removed and a cement floor laid with necessary pipe trenches and traps to 
the trenches. Shelves on walls and in the room have been built and 
room will soon be ready for use. 

The storm of September 29th did great damage to roofs, windows, 
gutters, etc., and has caused the expenditure of large sums for repairs. All 
of the slate roofs suffered severely and when repairs were started. It was 
found that the nails in the slates left in place were rusted so that large 
areas bad to be removed beyond those blown off by the wind. The materials 
for repairs were hard to get, because of the unusual demand, as was also 
labor. However, temporary repairs were made and as material and labor 
could be had, permanent work has been done. All work has been done by 
Hospital employees or by day labor under the Engineer's direction. 

Your attention was directed in last year's report to the condition of 
the walls in the older buildings and the need of paint to make these wards 
clean and more pleasing to the eye. It is impossible to helieve that 
pleasant surroundings for the patient has no influence upon the physical 
condition, and grimy whitewashed walls are not conducive to cheerful 
thoughts. 

By your direction, the work of painting these old buildings was begun 
on the top floor of the White Women's Building and at the end of the 
the men who had been laid off were recalled and the work was resumed. 

The Delgado Memorial Building walls had become badly soiled and in 
many places paint In the halls had peeled or become worn. Since the 
Hospital has been left a fund for the care of this building, it seemed best 
cry out the wishes expressed in the deed of gift and put all parts of 
the building in repair. All ward walls were washed and touched up when 
necessary. The whole upper floor and all balls were repainted, a f;tim gray 
tinted paint being used.

Sir: 

In aubmiltiitK to you tbe annual report of the Pathological Department 

the year 1916, it in a pleasure to me to record further development in 
its several divisions. With the high record established in 1914, it seemed 
hardly probable that an increase in the amount of work done could be made 
without a corresponding increase in the Staff and additional room space. 
Since the past year has been the first spent under thorough organization, 
it may be well to compare the amount and character of work done during 
this period with that prior to 1913. 

In assuming charge of the Pathological Department in January 1914 
I saw at once the possibility of Its development from the large amount of 
material constantly at hand. With a cosmopolitan population drawn from 
all parts of the world, its central location and direct communication with all 
foreign countries, New Orleans offers exceptional opportunities for the study 
of a large variety of diseases, and the Pathological laboratory of the Charity 
Hospital is by far the best place for this study. But, to carry on the work 
satisfactorily, it was necessary to first establish in the department a thorough 
organization stipported with diligent work and rigid discipline. Through 
the liberality of Mr. Rathborne and with your co-operation, this has been 
made possible and the results speak for themselves. 

A comparative statement of work done during the years 1912, 1913, 1914 
and 1915 is herewith submitted.

DIVISION OF PATHOLOGICAL ANATOMY.

The decrease in the number of examinations in the Division of Clinical 
Microscopy is explained by the fact that these have been made by the 
Interne Staff since January 1914, so that the number charged to this division 
during the years 1914 and 1915 represent for the most part, specimens from 
the out-clinics. 

The Pasteur Division shows also a decrease in the number of applicants 
for advice and of treatments given. The reason for this is found principally 
in the establishments of clinics for anti-rabic vaccinations in adjoining 
States, and because of a better understanding by the people of the value 
of observing animals that have inflicted injury. Thfi increase in number 
of animal examination for rabies, from 6 in 1912 to 153 in 1915, accounts 
for the decrease in the number of treatments given, as vaccinations are 
administered only when the brain examination confirms the suspicion of 
rabies, or when the animal is not obtained. 

The new method of preparing and administering anti-rnbic vaccination 
nues to give excellent results. Since its first use in 1913, 675 persons 
have been vaccinated against hydrophobia without a single fatal result — a 
record never attained here or elsewhere with the old Pasteur method of 
protection. The shorter time necessary to protect the patients, its absolute 
reliability and the decreased cost in the preparation of the vaccine make 
this method a very valuable one to the patient and to the Institution. During 
the past year treatments have been sold to veterinarians throughout the 
State, to protect valuable animals against the bite of rabid ones. It is 
possible that at little expense, the attention of others may be called 10 
the fact that the department is prepared to furnish this vaccine «t a nominal 
cost for the Immunization of animals, and a mutual benefit to the owner 
and to the Hospital would result. 

In the Divisions of Bacteriology, Serology, Surgical Pathology, and 
Pathological Anatomy, very substantial gains can be recorded over that 
of 1914, and a still larger increase over 1912. The number of tissues 
examined from the operating rooms compares at present more favorably 
with those of other Institutions. Tour co-operation was asked in my last 
yearly report to Increase If possible, the number of examinations in this 
division, and the results of your efforts are apparent; the increase over the 
year 1912 being nearly tenfold. The number of autopsies held during the 
past year will equal and probably surpass that of any single institution in 
this country. The value of post-mortem studies Is well known to all 
clinicians, and can only reflect good to the community at large, n j s by 
this means only that accurate medical knowledge can be gained. 

The manufacture of protective and curative sera against tetanus and 
diptheria undertaken by tbe department, continues to progress satisfactorily. 
I in ring 6 months of 1914, 1,951 doses of antitetanic serum were prepared and 
distributed for use in the Hospital. The total production for the year 1915 
has been over 14,000 doses. 8,655 doses were used during this term and 
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1,000 remained In stock on December 31st for the coming year. Comparing 
ita cost or production with its price upon the open market, the saving to 
the Institution by the manufacture, of this product has been over 757c. 

The department has also distributed 833 doses or autidiphtheritie serum. 
Pending the manufacture of this serum by the Department, this product 
has been purchased from other sources at a ureal saving to the Hospital 
from the original price paid. 

In addition to these sera, the Department tias prepared and distributed 
during the year 128 doses of antigonococcal bacterin, 168 doses of typhoid 
bacteria, 62 doses of norma! horse serum and 12 full treatments of Bacillus 
Bulgaricus. 

The Department has encouraged research studies by the Staff, ant 
results have been very satisfactory with the limited means at hand, studies 
upon blastomycosis, bubonic plague, amoebae, serum reactions and diph- 
theria and several "case reports" have been published and others are in 
press at the present time. It is hoped that with the coming year, funds 
will be available to compile these studies Into one volume for distribution 
to institutions as "Collected Studies from the Pathological Department of 
the New Orleans Charity Hospital." 

The present laboratory apace and autopsy room is still a matter of some 
concern, the space for records, stock and the storing of valuable patho- 
logical material remains a problem which will have to be solved in the near 
future. Your consideration of this matter is respectfully solicited with a 
view of bettering conditions when funds are available. 

It is with regret that I report a change in the personnel of the Staff 
during the past year. The resignation of Dr. H. W. Wade, Resident As- 
sistant Pathologist, in November, to accept a more lucrative position In 
S S >V ^ m ? Bl a(,rvi( ' e itl th » Philippines, created a vacancy which was 
f tf d ' fflcu[ t to fill. His efficient wort and understanding of the duties 
or bis office made him a very valuable member of the Siaff. With vour 
approval, Dr. G. B. Adams has been appointed to fill the position. Dr. Adams 
came to us highly recommended, and his value to the Department has 
already been established.

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Report of Dental Clinic 



New Orleans, La., January 31, 1916, 
To the Board of Admistrators of Charity Hospital: 

As Chief of the Free Dental Clinic o! your Hospital, I beg to submit 
the following report for the year of 1915:

A great many more patients were attended in the wards, but unfortunate- 
ly no record was kept of the sain 

The Committee wishes to bring to the notice of the Board that the 
attendance of the Visiting Staff for the year was very poor as a whole and 
therefore reduced the good that might otherwise have been accomplished, 
and begs to be excused for the laxity shown by its members to the negligent 
members of the Visiting Staff on account of the newness of the undertaking. 

We have of late eliminated a great many of the Visiting Staff for their 
negligence, and at present have a very good attending staff. 

The Committee wishes to bring forcibly before the Board the fact that 
we have expended both time and money to make a success of l his long felt 
want in your Hospital, and before we can accomplish this end. we must 
have the support and co-operation of the entire hospital force. 

We believe that our profession plays a very important part in the 
proper diagnosis and successful treatment of a great many ailments brought 
to the notice of those connected with the Charity Hospital, and we feel 
that we should be recognized as a department of your great institution Just 
the same as any other branch of medicine and that all ailments that come 
under our department should be referred to it; which we are sorry to say 
has not been done up to the present time. 

The Committee also recommends that we give more attention in the 
future to the patients of the various wards which are so often sorely In 
need of dental attention: that we eliminate the treatment of teeth of patient! 
of the out-door clinic and only do the work that will alleviate suffering. 

Since the dentists of New Orleans have furnished the funds for the 
original equipment and also given their valuable time to the clinic, the 
Committee would ask the Board to appropriate a sufficient sum to replenish 
Instruments and materials that might be needed to accomplish the work in 
the future.

As Roentgenologist, I take pleasure in submitting for consideration the 
following report; the data given represents elx months work in the 
department : 

My permanent appointment as your Hospital Resident Roentgenologist 
went into effect on June 1st, 1915. 

It is an Indisputable fact that the thoroughly equipped X-Ray laboratory 
or to-aay is of vital importance as an adjunct to medical science and it 

m f.L n ° l u °" 1 of place nere t0 cal1 attention to a few things accomplished 
within the months covered by this report 

H,.,.' In '.u 6 Way 0f lm P rov fments, the Department was repainted and altered 
aunng the summer. On machine Instead of two. as heretofore used, waa 
round adequate, as well as economical for doing raidographic work This 
was nr-onupllshed by changing the position of the machine and a few 
alterations in wiring. 

An Ingenious water cooling box, designed by Dr. Wiikins, was con- 
structed in the dark room for talcing care of plates in hot weather. This 
addition has been greatly appreciated, since previously there was much 
annoyance and loss in plates and in plate definition, due to high temperatures 
in the wash water. 

The office and demonstration room is now so equipped and appointed. 
that members of the Visiting and House Staffs may at opportune times visit 
and study radiographs, and if necessary, consult the Roentgenologist as to 
interpretations. 

Report blanks have been enlarged to conform to size of patients' history 

charts, insuring uniformity and allowing of more accurate description as 

be* of fractures, etc. The filing system for exposed plates has been 

revised and simplified, and records are eared for by the cross index card 

system. 

Wliile the radiographic, work as a whole has been satisfactory, especially 
In bone conditions, such as rractures, etc.. It is yet far from scientific, when 
dealing with pathological lesions of tile mobile organs, as found within the 
thorax and abdomen. This, however, fs not due to faulty technique, but to 

unfficiency of our present apparatus. The machine is of small calibre 
in electro-motive potentiality, belonging to the early type, and cannot com- 
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pare with the modern machine. It cannot deliver the necessary "radiographic 
snap," so important to success in getting sharp definition of moving organs, 
as kings, heart, stomach or Intestines. 

Last, but far from least, the fleuroscopic end suffers from this cause 
plug inadequate protective devices to protect the operator. Attention is 
again directed to the saving in purchases of plates and tubes, as shown by 
Secretary-Treasurer's report. No new tubes have been bought, seven old 
ones having been repaired. 

The services of a graduate paid nurse has been dispensed with a pupil 
nurse from the wards rendering assistance when required.

Dr. C. D. WHklns, Superintendent: 

Perhaps in no other department has more gratifying results been 
obiained than has been accomplished in the past year in the Out-patient 
Clinics. A comparison of the figures for the year ending December 31at, 
1 n 1 r. with that of the previous year, viz., 1914, shows an increase in prac- 
tically all of the individual clinks, and of special mention in this regard is 
the increase in new patients treated In the Medical, Genito-Urinary, Derma- 
lological and Gynecological Clinics; there has also been an Increase in the 
number of patients applying for treatment in the Eye, Ear, Nose and Throat 
Clinics, 

During the past year efforts have been made to bring our Out-door 
Clinics to the higher standard of efficiency, realizing as we do, the service 
which these clinics afford the suffering poor, and further, the economical 
to the State. Patients successfully treated in the Clinics, are able 
to continue "uninterruptedly their occupations, thereby reducing admissions 
to the I-los!i»i';il. 

improvements have bi-un made from time to time in both the Male and 
Polyclinic Buildings to provide better facilities for the convenience of 
patients and the Visiting Staff. Recently the old Wassermann laboratory' 

- inaccessible, a special room for taking specimens for the Wasser- 
mann Test was equipped, and an office has been furnished for the Social 

Lee Department. Mew and standard sets of instruments have been 
supplied to meet the particular requirements of the Clinics, and I believe 
it could be safely asserted that the many hundreds of patients daily treated 
in these Clinics, are given as close individual medical attention and handled 
with as great despatch as in any other Hospital of this capacity. 

To anticipate aaj possible embarassmem to those applying for treat- 
ment in the Out-door Clinics, who might be considered non-charitable cases 
by the Clinic Staff, or those cases which might come under the Workmen's 
Compensation Act. a system has been devised by which all such cases are 
now referred by a card direct to the Superintendent's office, and in this 
way b more satisfactory and systematic disposition is made of such non- 
hospital cases. 

The total yearly figures are interesting for comparison, indicating the 
increase of patients treated during the past year over the year preceding.

Schedules "3'- and "4" support purchases made during 
the Fair and salaries paid, respectively. 

We wish to advise that while we reconciled the hank accounts, and had 
the pass books balanced, we did not vouch all purchases, but merelv compiled 
Schedule "3" from the face of the books; however, we have everv reason to 
believe that the liabilities outstanding at present are nominal, If any.
